*‘My dear Son, Vely Bey—Since my arrival in 
| the camp of Shumla, about 40 days ago, I have

| preparations to go and inspect myself the coua- 

try im the neighborhood of Varna, the coasts, &c., 
and there to choose my position for stationing 
the troops, on my return, on the plan which may 
appear best for opposing the enemy. For thus 
purpose | went to reconnoitre the positions at 
head of about 15,000 men. I accidentally 
fell into the midst of a very considerable body of 
Russian troops, and, as my forces were by ne 
means equal, I was not at all prepared for am 
engagement, but I found it necessary , notwith- 
standing, to set to work, 

‘I may say, that it was with enthusiasm that 
I fell upon.the enemy, who soon experienced the 
effects of that impetuosity which always ani- 
mates me in similas cases, 80 much so, that there 
does not remain even the shadow of that Russian 
regiment. We have collected, as the trophies 
of that victory, 12 cannons and 12 chariots ef 
munitions; we bave also made a great number

Liverpool, July 24—A court martial will 
shortly be held at Portsmouth, to investigate 
certain charges preferred against Captam Dick- 
enson who commanded the Genoa, seventy-four, 
at the battle of Navarinyu, after Capt. Bathurst 
received a mortal wound. In several of the pa- 

ra the mere circumstance of the intended 
court martial is mentioned, without any allusion 
to the nature of the charges against Captain 
Dickenson, who, in consequence of the suppres- 
sion of that material information, may labour 
ynder the most injurious suspicions in conse- 

yence of a mere imputed error in judgment in 
ports not at all involving his character or his 
honor, Our readers perhaps recollect that Cap- 
tain Dickenson was included in the public thanks 
to the fleet — that the Order of a Companion of 
the Bath was bestowed on him—that he receiv- 
ed honorary distinctions from the Emperor of 
Russia and the King of France, with permission 
to wear them; and that no question was at that 
time raised touching the behaviour of the Genoa. 
Upon Captain Dickenson’s return in the Wasp 
sloop of war to the Mediterranean, after having 
brought to England the Genoa, Sir Edward 
Codrington sent him a second Russian Order, 
that of St. Waldimir, and which, on his return 
to England, he asked permission of the Admi- 
ralty to wear; to obtain the approval of which 
a certificate was required of Sir Edward. This 
the Admiral has declined, alleging, as a reason 
for it, that he was not satisfied with the conduct 
of Captain Dickenson. The charges do not im- 

licate Captain Dickenson’s personal courage, 
and refer only, a8 we learn, to the loss of the 
mizenmast for want of proper care—to the time 
the Genoa was preparing for sea after the action 
_to an irregularity in reporting Capt. Bathurst 
dead, when mortally wounded only—-and to not 
having, in the Admiral's estimation, hove sutli- 
ciently upon the spring on the Genoa’s cable 
during the action.

| A Savannah paper gives an aceount of the 
quantity of wine exported ftom Madeiza in 1825, 
aud the proportions in which this quantity was 
dietributed among the various commereia 

of the world. It appears fiom this statement that 
the whole exportation ia 1925 was 11,688 Pipes. 
Of this more than half wan sent to the Bast and 
West Indies, The Kast Indies furnished a mar. 
ket for 2844 pipos, and Jaunaica alone for 2076. 





The next greatest market was London, to which 
203 pipes were exported. To the United 
States 1211 pives were sent, of which nearly 
two-thirds, 731 pipes, were breught to New 
York. Eleven pipes found their way to Botany 
Bay, for the transported gentlemen have not 
lost all taste for their ancient luxuries, an’ 61 
to New South Wales. A few pipes were sent 
to Teneriile and the other Canaria, probably to 
flavour the thinner and less aromatic wines of 
those islands, and to convert them inte Madeira 
wines, for it is admitted, wa believe, at least b 
the Londonera, that more Madeira wine ie dreak 
than ever came from the island of that name.
